Yellow fever in the South — (Continued). 

Franklin, La. — September 24. The disease continues but presents the 
same mild character. One hundred and six cases and 5 deaths have 
been reported. 

New Orleans, La. — September 28. Yellow fever is slowly increasing 
in the city. Twelve cases and 2 deaths have been reported to date. 
Jefferson Parish, across the river from New Orleans, had 5 cases to 
September 20. 

Baton Rouge, La. — September 25. One case reported. 

Harvey s Canal, La. — September 24. Six case have been reported to 
date. 

Wilson, La. — September 26. Twelve cases were reported ; very mild 
type. 

In Mississippi, yellow fever has been reported at the following places : 
Edwards (vicinity), Jackson, Orwood, Oxford, Taylors, Waterford, 
and Water Valley.

Yazoo and Mississippi Valley Eailway : Inspected south of Vicks- 
burg. Inspector running from Vicksburg, Miss., to Slaughter, La. 
Connecting roads to the north being covered, inspection of this road 
north of Vicksburg is not necessary. 

Jackson and Natchez Branch : Under inspection by the Mississippi 
State board in cooperation with the Service. Inspectors run from 
Harrison to McRaven. 
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
